:ho meeting of the State Itaiein Growers 
association in Iroquoia hall. 


Thu discussions were warm, and tho 


day waa the hottest of the year. The 
mercury in the weather bureau obaerv- 
,tory on top of the bank building in a 
cool locution rose to 111 degrees Fahren- 


it iu the shade, while in the coin para- 


tively'cool doorways down on tho street 
.he unoflicial mercury climbed all the 
way from 114 to 119. At 5 in the after- 
ioon, the usual time for the cooling 
>ree/<ss to arrive, the mercury stood at 
08, having wilted only three degrees. 
Through tto whole day from 11 a.m. 


o 0 p.m. the growers sat patiently, most 
of thorn without coata or shirt collars, 
mopping the perspiration front their 
shiuine faces. 


Tho recalcitrant packers who were BUB- 


lected of having sold raisina short before 
iven the grapes are ripe; appeared he- 
ore the meeting, and, •with the bad luck 
if the historic Irishman, every time they 
opened their mouths the)' put their: feet 
nto them. 


Captain C. H. Norria, whose voice is 


as resonant and as stentorian aa the roar 
of a marine fog bora, presided with his 
usual grace and dignity and poured the 
ait of suavity on the troubled waters of 
contention. In this difficult task he was 
,bly 
aaeistcd by Alexander 
Gordou, 


ohn S. Dore and other cool headed, 
^radical men, and the result was that 
.he f.EBpciatiou expressed in unequivocal 
erum its condemnation of the courae 
rf the few packers who persisted in hold* 
n£ aloof from tho compact. 
D. T. Fowler, chairman of tlio ex- 


ecutive uomunttee, read the report of 
ho committee as follows:

Your committee would desire to pre- 


ace this report by expressing the great 
atiafaction they have in reporting that 
lij per cent of the Krowiire oE the etate 
lave responded to the invitation of the 
iB&ocnition and signed an agreement 
which HO far a« we know haa been most 
toneatly kept,} that they, the growers, 
will only do business with those packers 
and commission merchants who have

more than 
1,6UO,OUO boxes, havo con- 


racted with each other and with tho 
;rowers to maintain this price condition- 
,lly, that the assent of 05 per cent of the 
lackers IB obtained to the contract. 


In order-that tho situation may be 


ully and or Blood by growers who have 
mt attended the meetings of the grow- 
ers, which havo buen held from time to 
iiuu.we would state: Firat—-Thatuta 
neeting ol tho growers held in Fresno on 
"uue 2lM, a resolution was passed auth- 
irizing an agreement "sometimes called 
a petition" between growera ami pack- 
ers, agreeing to maintain a prico there- 
after to ho agreed upon, for raisins aa the 
jiiuimuin price in the sweat box. 


In pursuance of that resolution these 


if-ruvmoiits wero forwarded by your HOC- 
•utury la every raeiin grower in ihesttitu, 
uid we uro happy to report that they 
iuve been mgnud by owners repreeent- 
ng more than i)5 per cent of the entire 
raisin acreage of the £tate. 


On July 16th your committee met the

iitieluctory alike to your comtnilteH, the 
rowtr ftud the packer, was reduced to

11 the raisina produced bo covered by 
ho agreement now being circulate! by 
he growers, and provided that 95 per 
out of the pack of tho state be repre- 
eiited by said corporation." 


We aro informed by Mr. Noble of 
ohle Brothers, chairman of the packers 
ommittee, that the packers met and 
greed upon a schedule of Belling prives, 
jaaed upon a minimum pries of 4J- 
ents per pound for good raisins in the 
weat-box. He writes : "We have now 
the signatures of twenty-two packers ag- 
gregating about 1,600,000 boxes and wo 
have promises of several others who will 
sign the agreement adopted at last, state 
convention of raisin growers, while eomo 
have declined to uiir.n it at all. 


We are informed that as goon na the 


prices agre.d upou by a inaj.rily of the 
packers, with the result of tht) confer- 
ence 
wero telegraphed 
east, several 


orders were taken for carloads of raisins 
to bo delivered in September and Octo- 
ber at and above tho agreed minimum 
price, but a few days after some of those 
packers who had refused to sign tho 
agreement and others who had signed it 
began cutting pricea in the 
eastern 


market and compatingone with another. 
This immediately broke the market to a 
slight extent and now tho buyers are 
waiting in expectation of a further drop. 


The party who is the greatest enemy 


to the raisin industry of this state is tho 
packer who does not join the association, 
but who takes our raisins to sell on com- 
mission or who buys at low prices from 
the wagon and placca them, the raisins, 
in competition with raisins belonging to 
the members of the association. 


We, your committee, remembering we 


all have signed the agreement, demand 
that we all use every lawful means in 
our power not to gjve raiains to such 
packers to handle in any shape or. man- 
ner, for if we do, it means ruin to our 
great industry. 


As we have referred to a class of pack- 


era who have not joined the association, 
yon may justly ask who they are, and in 
order to give yon what we consider direct 
information, we give a copy of a telegram 
Rent io George Noble, chairman of the 
liaisin Packers' association by Frank II. 
Ball, who waa sent to San Francieco to 
Ret packers signatures. It reads as fol- 
lows: 


"SAN FRAKCISCO, AugUBtll, 1802. 


"To George E. Noblp, Chairman Knifiin 


Packers' Association. 
"Notify executive committee of grow- 


ers and packers that Williams, Brown 
A Company, Cook & Langley, gehacht, 
Lemcke and Stiner positively refuse to 
s'cn agreement establishing minimum 
prices." 


Now, therefore your committee feel 


justified in stating to the California Stata 
Rftiain Growers' association, that they 
must avoid the firms names in the fote- 
going telegram, while they remain outside 
of the association and are cutting prices, 
we r gard them as leeches on the whole 
community. 


From information received we havo 


every reason to belie 'e that large or- 
ders have boon taken by packers who 
are not in tho agreement. They rmiat 
have raiems to Oil toeir ordore, and if 
the 95 per cent of the growers hold to- 
gether in the future as they have in the 
puflt, those outside packers will ho un- 
able to 611 their or.iers, and will havo to 
roine into the comnnct for relief. 


Already the firm attitude taken by the 


growera has recoiled in raising the 
priced. 


We recommend that you, in your gen- 


eral meeting, reufnrin your determina- 
tion to stand together, aud if this la done 
wo all will receive more than the min- 
im u in price agreed on for uood raisiue, 
uamely, 4)£ ceuta per pound. 


When the raisins.are in the eweat box 


all the co-operative companies and the 
packer* in the association are prepared 
to advance to the grower CO per cent ol 
the graded price, that is, not leea than 
'2',i cento on all good raisins in the gwuut 
box. All co-operative societies in the 
state have joiced the association.

Mr. McCabu asked whether the com- 


pact included dried wine grapeeaswell 
SB raisins, and Mr. Bore replied that rai- 
sins were dried Muscat a, Malagas and 
Seedless Sultanas. The association was 
one of raisin growers, not cf wine or 
table grape men. 


Mr. Williams of the packing flrm cf 


Williams, Brown & Co., one of the recal- 
citrant tirma, addressed the meeting and 
eaiu that his firm had already contracted 
for a large quantity of raiaino outside of 
the compact. 
He expressed the opinion 


that only about GO per cent of the grow- 
ers have signed the agreement. He had 
no facts to prove this statement other 
than that he had met a good; many grow- 
ers who had not signed the agreement. 
liiB uncalled for and unfounded remarks 
upon this matter caused very much in- 
dignation. 


A FLIMSY EXrUBB. 


In response to a question by John S. 


Dore, Mr. Williams said tbat hi? firm 
had not signed the compact because they 
were afraid that 4.^ cento a pound in 
the sweat box was too high a price and 
that It would allow the Spanish raisins 
to pay a.tarifTof 2,i£ cents per .pound and 
undersell the Californtau product. 


Mr. Williams made a very unfavor- 


able impression as to the sincerity of his 
remarks. 


Mr. Lemcke of the packing firm of 


Scbacht, l^omcke & Steiner really had 
no logical argument to present. He said 
that lie had never eoeti a combination 
that waa perfectly satisfactory. 
There 


were always somo black sheep in it who 
would got the best of the honest mem- 
bers of it. For that reason ho modestly 
averred that his firm might get left in 
the lurch if they entered tho combina- 
tion.

Torty stonecutters employed at J. G. 


Day'n Kmnite quarry at Ktiymoud went 
out on a strike yesterday, eaya last oven- 
ing's Madera Mercury. The trouble was 
caused by a refusal of tho men to work 
nine hours a day. 


Tbe men are member a of the Stone- 


cutters' uuion. 
The rule of tho union 


was that its members ehculd get fl a 
day for nine hours' work. 
Tho stone- 


cutters in tho quarries at San Jose and 
[iocklin worked under tho rules of the 
union, as did the stonecutters in the 
lUytuond quarry. 


Last April the stonecutters at the l&t- i 
*r-named place waited upon J. G. Day, 
[IB proprietor, atid informed him that | 
'to uuiou had made a ue#time schedule ' 
'bich was to go into effect in all the 
uarries in tho Btato. 
According to the 


ew schedule the cutters were to work 
igfht boors instead of nine and receive 
be same wages as under the nine-hour 
ule. Mr. Day agreed to pay the men $4 
i day for eight hours' work as lung as 
.he other quarries would be compelled to 
do the same. 


The new rule went into effect on May 


.st, A month or so afterwards Mr. 
)ay found that the cutters in tlie qtmr- 
riea at Sao Joee and Kouklin were still 
working nine houre a day, for which 
they received only $4. He went to his 
men an-J stated to them that they would 
either to have to have the hours of the 
ctittere in tho other quarries reduced or 
else his cutters would bo required to 
work the nine hours the earno ae the 
others. He gave them until the 15th in- 
stant to adjutt the matter, but nothing 
vas done, the men in the other qnarriea 
working i ine hours the same as usual. 


Yesterday was the time fixed for the 


nrn to go to work under the old rule of 
line hours a day. They were informed 
,hat tho proprietor could not compete 
with the other quarry owners who were 
paying only $4 lor nine hours' work if he 
was obliged to nay tho same wages for a 
day's work of eight hours. The men 
refueed to accede to Mr. Day's request 
ind they struck. 
Forty etanecutters 


left work. 


Mr. Day was seen in thig city today, 


lie was loth to talk about tho trouble at 
(he quarry. He stated the facts sub- 
stantially as related above and added 
that two or three of the strikers camp 
into hiH office last ni^ht and assaulted 
him. 
He defended him BO f as well as 


he could. One of the men picked up 8 
(ionl oil lamp and hit him on the lietul 
with it. Ho was cut badly by the broken 
glass. Ho had several other wounds in 
the head made by the assailants. Tho 
men who assaulted him had huun driok- 
inn and were slightly under the influence 
of liquor. 


Air. Day said that tho assault was 


made by two or three irresponsible 
men whoso actions, he thought, would 
not be upheld by the other men engaged 
in tlio strike. 


"I did not object," said Mr. Day this 


morn i tiff, "to 
pay $4 a day for eight 


hours' work if the quarries at Kocklia 
and HHII Jo e woru put nnclwr tho same 
rulo.
